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Chiefs sign off proposals for blaze-hit Shannon’s land

A MULTI-MILLION pound pro¬ 
ject to open a school where a 
building was destroyed in one 
of Walsall’s biggest ever fires 
has been revealed. 

Plans to bring the The Ladder 
School to Shannon’s Mill site in the 
town centre have been ‘signed off by 
education chiefs. 

The scheme would bring 112 spaces and cater 
for young people aged between 13 to 18. 

The Department of Education has backed 
the proposals and it is now subject to planning 
permission being granted by Walsall Council. 

New facilities at the proposed site will be 
ready to move into for the 2019/20 academic 
year with a temporary site at Millennium 
House being utilised by up to 40 students from 
January 2019 until its completion. 

The development comes on the back of the 
hugely successful Ladder for the Black Country 
launched in the Chronicle’s sister newspaper, 
Express & Star. 

Kevin Davis, chief executive of Vine Trust 
charity which helped launch the Ladder cam¬ 
paign, said: “At St James’ Palace back in 2016 
we announced there that we were going to try 
and create a new school focusing on vocational 
studies and pulling in public and private sector 
employers. We’re hitting the ground running 
now.” 

The Victorian Shannon’s Mill building went 
up in flames in 2007 - bringing the town into 
chaos and leaving the building devastated. 

The school aims to primarily meet the needs 
of Walsall students with the potential to serve 
the wider Black Country. 

A headteacher to the school has been re¬ 
cruited and now a consultation window has 
opened open for the proposed new school. 

Between now and July , the new Mercian 
Trust is consulting on proposals to open the 
new Alternative Provision Free School, origi¬ 
nally proposed by Walsall Studio School. 

St Matthew’s ward councillor, Aftab Nawaz 
welcomed the news. 

He said: “This is an exciting time for Wal¬ 
sall and will provide a much-needed vocational 
option for students. Developing that quarter of 
the town and to have a school dedicated on a 
site where some of our big industries existed is 
a good tribute to the town.”

Tragedy as man 
dies after floods

A MAN died after his van was submerged 
in water in Walsall following flash flooding. 

The tragedy occurred amid the torren¬ 
tial downpours which swamped the region 
over the Bank Holiday weekend. 

Police confirmed a man in his 80s had 
died in the early hours of Monday - despite 
the efforts of two have-a-go heroes. 

Eyewitnesses said a resident and council 
worker had desperately tried to rescue the 
victim, diving into the water at around 2am 
and trying to break the van window with a 
hammer. However, the man, believed to be 
in his 80s, was taken to hospital and pro¬ 
nounced dead a short time later. 

Mother of two Kirinna Johnson, 26, said: 
“One of our neighbours dived in when he 
saw the car get stuck, he was a real hero. 

Hammer 

“He said he saw the driver open the door 
and try to push the van but the water was 
too deep. When that failed, he got back in 
and tried to reverse out. A council worker, 
who had just dropped off some sandbags, 
waded in too. They shouted for a hammer 
and tried to break a window. But by the 
time help arrived he’d been in the water for 
five minutes.” 

The couple said youngsters stood near 
the bridge for much of the night warning 
motorists not to enter the water but many 
ignored them. Ch Insp Paul Ditta, of West 
Midlands Police, said: “Our thoughts are 
with the family of the man who died. There 
are a number of roads affected across the 
region.” Flooding had blocked Bridgeman 
Street in Walsall between Bradford Street 
and Station Street. Police urged motorists 
not to travel down Boatmans Lane, in Wal¬ 
sall Wood.

Channel swim legend 
memorabilia for sale 

TROPHIES and memorabilia 
which belonged to a local swim¬ 
ming legend will go under the 
hammer. 

Black Country legend Bill Pickering 
became the eleventh person to swim 
the English Channel in 1955 - break¬ 
ing the then record time. 

Originally from Derbyshire, he came to 
Walsall in the early 1950s where he worked 
at Bloxwich Baths for 35 years. 

Following his death in 2014, aged 93, 
close friend Steven Stewart, from Over¬ 
seal, near Swadlincote, inherited the items, 
which are now being auctioned off at Rich¬ 
ard Winterton Auctioneers’ Collectors Sale 
in Lichfield. 

Mr Pickering, who even taught comedian 
Sir Ken Dodd to swim, was given a hero’s 
welcome after crossing the Channel - with 
crowds gathering in the streets of Walsall 
to celebrate his achievements. 

Among the items up for grabs photo¬ 
graphs and collectables of him and friend 
Ken Dodd from the early 1960s onwards, 
as well as watches, medals, handbooks, var¬ 
ious trophies. 

Auctioneer, Richard Winterton, said: 

“This collection not only highlights Bill 
Pickering’s swimming skills but is testi¬ 
mony to what a much-loved and respected 
figure he was. Not many people can say 
they were the fastest person on the planet 
to swim the English Channel, let alone 
teaching the Squire of Knotty Ash himself, 

Ken Dodd, to swim!” 

Mr Pickering’s other achievements in¬ 
cluded swimming the The Wash, the Bris¬ 
tol Channel, the Firth of Forth, across 
Morecambe Bay, Dover to Ramsgate and 
Blackpool Pier to Pier. 

He broke the world record for the Eng¬ 
lish Channel 21-mile England to France 
challenge in August 1955 in just 14 hours 
and six minutes.

Protesters 
in pledge to 
disrupt rail 
sleeper start 

PROTESTERS against plans to build 
a controversial factory next to their 
homes said they will block lorries on the 
day work begins. 

The ‘People of Wednesbury Say No to 
Network Rail’ group say they will hold a 
picket on June 4 to stop engineers carry¬ 
ing out ground survey work. 

The protesters are opposed to a new 
concrete sleeper manufacturing centre 
that Network Rail is seeking to build on 
the existing Bescot sidings on the border 
of Wednesbury and Walsall. But before 
work has begun protesters claim that 
existing lorry movements on and off the 
site are making residents life miserable. 

Local resident Wayne Trinder says he 
is backing the threatened blockade ‘110 
per cent’ because lorry movements past 
his home on Sandy Lane are already too 
high. He claimed: “At present some 200 
HGVs a day use Sandy Lane with about 
30 going onto the site. The noise and dis¬ 
turbance is terrible.” 

The proposal to build a concrete 
sleeper factory, which would produce 
600,000 units a year, has already led 
to campaigners presenting a petition 
signed by more than 4,000 people to 
Sandwell Council. 

In an effort to highlight their cam¬ 
paign protesters are now hoping dozens 
of residents will join them in trying to 
prevent lorries getting onto the site. 
They are also hoping locals will join 
them in filing objections to the proposal 
when an expected planning applications 
is lodged with Sandwell Council later 
this year. 

Get messy for

200 tower 
blocks will 
have new 
sprinklers 

MORE than 200 Birmingham tow¬ 
er blocks will be fitted with sprin¬ 
klers after city council bosses pushed 
through a decision which had been 
temporarily halted. 

But the authority is faced with 
having to borrow millions of pounds 
to see through the work with chiefs 
sceptical that a Government funding 
bid will be accepted. 

Council leader Ian Ward said the 
council would be ‘ill-advised’ to ignore 
the ‘crystal clear’ evidence from the 
London Assembly and West Midlands 
Fire Service which had recommended 
the installation of the suppression 
systems in response to the Grenfell 
Tower disaster. 

But he added it was ‘regrettable’ 
Prime Minister Theresa May had 
indicated local authorities would not 
receive financial backing from the 
Government for the roll-out after the 
council made a written request for 
funding. 

The council had already vowed to 
spend £19m of its own money on the 
programme but if their bid for £19.4m 
from the government is formally 
turned down they said they would 
fund the costs through prudential 
borrowing. 

The sprinkler programme had pre¬ 
viously been blocked by the council’s 
housing and homes overview scrutiny 
committee following a backbench 
challenge.

WALSALL and the Black 
Country has been dealing 
with the aftermath of freak 
floods that caused havoc 
and tragedy over the Bank 
Holiday weekend. 

And residents around Lichfield 
Road, in Rushall are coming to terms 
with the death of a pensioner after his 
vehicle was caught in the rising wa¬ 
ters underneath a railway bridge. 

The storms which hit the region 
resulted in many areas suffering a 
month’s rainfall in a matter of min¬ 
utes. Eyewitnesses said a resident and 
council worker had desperately tried 


to rescue the victim, diving into the 
floodwater at around 2am and trying 
to break the van window with a ham¬ 
mer. However, the man was taken to 
hospital and pronounced dead a short 
time later. 

Mother-of-two Kirinna Johnson, 
aged 26, said: “One of our neighbours 
dived in when he saw the car get 
stuck, he was a real hero. “He said he 
saw the driver open the door and try 
to push the van but the water was too 
deep. 

“When that failed, he got back in 
and tried to reverse out. A council 
worker, who had just dropped off some 
sandbags, waded in too. They shouted 
for a hammer and tried to break a win¬ 


dow. Meanwhile, another neighbour 
called the police. But by the time help 
arrived he had been in the water for 
five minutes.” 

Her husband Daniel, 27, said: “An¬ 
other neighbour blew up an air bed 
and sent it out on the water to help 
try and rescue him.” 

The couple said youngsters stood 
near the bridge for much of the night 
shouting at drivers to warn them of 
the danger, but many ignored them. 

A driver was rescued from the same 
spot at around midnight after driving 
in from the direction of Walsall. 

Residents said he dialled 999 in a 
panic from his mobile, telling emer¬ 
gency services that he could not swim. 


Mr Johnson said: “He opened the boot 
and it looked like he was trying to get 
out through that exit. The car was 
floating in the water and all the stuff 
in his boot was bobbing in the water. 
Luckily he was rescued.” 

Resident Antonio Longhi, father of 
Councillor Marco Longhi, the Mayor 
of Walsall, lives in Ladypool Close 
beside the bridge where the tragedy 
occurred. He said water gushed down 
from Park Lane pits, an area of lakes 
and canals, into the road, which dips 
steeply under the railway bridge. 

Water levels rose as high as two me¬ 
tres below the top of the bridge arch, 
turning the road into a treacherous 
70-metre wide lake.

THE first T-level exam courses - de¬ 
scribed as the greatest shake-up of 
technical education for 70 years - will 
be introduced at four schools and col¬ 
leges in the Black Country. 

The T-levels, which are technical 
qualifications at A-level standard, will 
be taught at Dudley College of Tech¬ 
nology, Sandwell Academy, Walsall 
College and Walsall Studio School.

Studio School, said: “We are thrilled 
to be pioneering excellence in the field 
of technical education as we further 
develop qualifications that employers 
value and real-world experiences for 
students that prepare them for the 
world of work.” 

Hospital costs 
raised by MP 

A BLACK Country MP has accused 
Government ministers of being ‘par¬ 
alysed by process’ over the Midland 
Met Hospital delay. In the House of 
Commons, John Spellar said costs 
were rising on a daily basis. 

He said: “More than four months 
after the collapse of Carillion, work 
has still not restarted. Two thirds of 
the money has already been spent. I 
have raised this issue endlessly with 
Ministers, and with the Prime Minis¬ 
ter twice in this Chamber, so will the 
committee look at the failure of deci¬ 
sion making in Government and what 
is, basically, paralysis by process?”

llpc of weapons 
crime ends in jail 

CRIMINALS in the West Midlands 
convicted for weapons possession 
were more likely to be given a com¬ 
munity order than a prison sentence 
of more than a year, new figures show. 

According to the Ministry of Justice, 
91 out of the 799 of people convicted 
for possession of guns or knives across 
the region last year were handed jail 
time of 12 months or more. 

While this represents only 11 per 
cent of those convicted, over the same 
period 235 offenders (30 per cent) 
were given community orders. 

Just 35 criminals caught with weap¬ 
ons (four per cent) were jailed for four 
years or more. 

Severn Trent to 
invest £l00m 

WATER company Severn Trent, 
which serves millions of customers 
across the Midlands, has unveiled a 
£100 million investment drive. 

It comes as the business confirmed 
its turnover for the year to March 31, 
increased to £1.69 billion, up from 
£1.63bn in 2017, while pre-tax profits 
also rose from £520. lm to £541m. 

The firm said that the £100m in¬ 
vestment, which has been generated 
from savings, would go towards a 
number of initiatives. This includes 
20,000 extra pressure monitors in its 
network of pipes, which means that 
leaks and bursts can be spotted more 
quickly. 

Contactless paying 
is proving popular 

THE West Midlands has the joint 
highest level of banking customers 
with a contactless card. A study from 
UK Finance, the trade body repre¬ 
senting the banking sector, put it at 
81 per cent, level with the North East. 

Almost two-thirds (64 per cent) 
of banking customers in the region 
regularly use their card to make con¬ 
tactless payments - the highest pro¬ 
portion in the country. UK Finance 
looked at how technology and innova¬ 
tion are transforming retail banking.

21. Poppies can be handed in to the 
Friends of Northycote base at Under¬ 
hill Lane or to the farm manager. 


450-home estate poised for go-ahead 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 450 
new homes in Norton Canes are set 
to be given the final go-ahead by the 
council. 

The land north of the M6 between 
Norton Hall Lane and Butts Lane had 
been earmarked for the huge project 
under Cannock Chase District Coun¬ 
cil’s local plan - sparking hundreds of 
objections. 

Now, a reserved matters proposal 


is due to be backed by council chiefs. 

It comes after the scheme was given 
outline planning permission in 2015, 
with the more detailed application 
being put forward to the local author¬ 
ity in December last year. 

Developer Persimmon Homes and 
Bloor Homes are behind the plans to 
regenerate the land. 

Leader of the council George Ad¬ 
amson said he was ‘sympathetic’ to¬ 


wards the residents living close to the 
project. 

He added: “We’re getting to stage 
where the district is starting to be¬ 
come pretty full. I would like to see 
affordable properties for local people 
as part of the project.” 

“I do sympathise because the Gov¬ 
ernment are making us take on a lot 
of extra housing to keep up with the 
likes of Birmingham.” 


Public consultation saw 57 letters 
letters of representation including 
letters of objections against the pro¬ 
ject - with concerns expressed around 
traffic and the lack of infrastructure. 

Stephen Cleveley, direc¬ 
tor-in-charge of Persimmon Homes 
West Midlands, said: “Proposals for 
a new development in Norton Canes 
will bring much-needed homes and 
support jobs.” 


Guinness record dream 
for the floating catwalk

FAMOUS faces joined 30 pro¬ 
fessional models and some 
120 guests to witness a Guin¬ 
ness world record attempt for 
the longest floating catwalk. 

A Wolverhampton-based mod¬ 
el agency is behind the bid, now 
waiting to hear if it has a place in 
the Guinness Book of Records. 

Dream Street Models, which was 
based in Walsall but is now at Hilton 
Hall in Essington, had waited 28 weeks 
to get approval from Guinness for the 
attempt. 

The journey began in Stourport and 
saw the catwalk on a boat floating 
down the River Severn - considered to 
be the UK’s longest river at 220 miles. 

A two-hour fashion show attracted 
such faces as X Factor stars Stevi Rit¬ 
chie and Chloe Jasmine as well as a 
performance from, 90s Icelandic pop 
singer Alda Bjork Olafsdottir who has 
sold five million records worldwide. 

Platform 

The event showcased designs from 
all over the UK - high street to couture 
fashion. The backstage team included 
the Bryanna Angel make-up artist as 
seen in Vogue and Julian Fiddimore’s 
Revail who manage the elite beauty 
queens in the UK, along with top hair¬ 
stylist Hair by Harps. 

Dream Street Models founder Chloe 
Avon said: “I am happy to be able to 
provide a platform for designers to be 
seen whilst giving models the opportu¬ 
nity to walk in a large production.” 

She expects to find out within the 
next fortnight whether they achieved a 
world record. Dream Street is getting a 
reputation for unusual fashion venues. 
Last September it held a fashion show 
at Blithbury Reindeer Lodge in Ruge- 
ley. The next show will take place on a 
moving train at Chasewater Railway in 
Burntwood on July 1.

New Street 
armed police 
to help with 
terror alerts 

ARMED police will be based at Bir¬ 
mingham New Street station as part 
of a move to beef up security following 
the wave of terror attacks last year. 

A new unit featuring specialist 
firearms officers and a police dog and 
handler will be at the train station so 
they can respond more quickly to ter¬ 
rorist attacks or major emergencies. 

British Transport Police said its 
Midlands hub was part of an effort 
to ramp up counter-terror policing. 
Its team will be able to ‘respond more 
quickly to incidents and provide addi¬ 
tional reassurance to passengers and 
rail staff. 

Britain was rocked by a series of 
attacks in 2017, including the Man¬ 
chester Arena bomb explosion and 
Westminster Bridge car and knife at¬ 
tack in London. Police chiefs said the 
move was not being made in relation 
to any specific threat to the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

As one of the busiest train stations 
in the country, counter-terror experts 
said they felt it was important to in¬ 
crease the level of security. Its central 
location will also enable officers to get 
to other parts of the country in the 
event of an emergency. 

Superintendent Chris Horton, from 
British Transport Police Specialist 
Operations, said: “We want the pub¬ 
lic to be reassured that wherever they 
go on the rail network, we have highly 
trained people there to protect them 
if needed. 

“The opening of the Midlands hub 
provides us with a regional base for 
our specialist operations teams which 
means we can better respond to in¬ 
cidents should they occur, as well as 
patrol the network more effectively.” 

£295k fines for 
illegals in work 

WEST Midlands businesses were 
fined £295,000 between April and 
June last year for employing illegal 
workers 

Despite this a survey by online vet¬ 
ting and screening company uCheck 
found that a third of British business 
owners still feel empathetic toward 
people working illegally in the UK. 

The survey took in 2,800 business 
owners to get their honest opinion and 
22.1 per cent said that immigrants are 
‘just trying to earn a living’, while 11 
per cent felt that the illegal workers 
‘deserve the right to work’. 

The study found that those in the 
charity sector were the most com¬ 
passionate toward illegal workers, 
though only just over half (52.4 per 
cent) felt empathy for those trying to 
earn a living illegally.

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Metro is on 
track for a 
new name 
in takeover 

THE Midland Metro is to be rebrand¬ 
ed by the region’s combined authority 
when it takes over the running of the 
service next month. 

The tram service will be known as 
West Midlands Metro from June 24. 

Transport for West Midlands, part 
of the West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority, is taking over the service from 
National Express. 

The change will mean a major re¬ 
branding job on trams and at stations. 
It comes ahead of a £200 million ex¬ 
tension which will see the Metro 
reach new parts of the Black Country. 

It currently operates between Wol¬ 
verhampton and Birmingham but the 
expansion will take it from Wednes- 
bury through to Tipton, Merry Hill 
shopping centre into Dudley town 
centre. The Metro is being brought 
under the control of the combined 
authority, which is hoping to enhance 
the status of the service and increase 
passenger numbers. The new route 
will take in several large attractions 
as well as Merry Hill. 

The new seven-mile line from 
Wednesbury will run along part of 
the former South Staffordshire rail¬ 
way from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill 
town centre with 17 stops, including 
at the DY5 Enterprise Zone at the 
Waterfront, Merry Hill Shopping Cen¬ 
tre, Dudley Bus Station, and at Castle 
Hill for the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum and Dudley Castle. 

Crews battle fire 
at Burger King 

FIREFIGHTERS fought a blaze at 
Burger King in Walsall town centre. 

Six crews from West Midlands 
Fire Service tacked the flames at the 
fast food restaurant on Park Street, 
after being called out at 9.11am last 
Tuesday. A spokesperson for the fire 
service said the fire was initially in a 
griddle but spread to the roof. 

There were no reports of injuries to 
staff or the public. 

The spokesperson also confirmed 
that 15 per cent of the restaurant’s 
first floor was involved in the fire, 
while all of the ground floor was filled 
with smoke. Neighbouring buildings 
have also been affected by the smoke. 

Emergency services held a mul¬ 
ti-agency debriefing to establish how 
the blaze started.

Care home turns its fortunes around

Most Improved Safety Culture Award win 


A CARE home that plummeted into 
special measures after being slammed 
by the health inspectorate has turned 
its fortunes around. 

Ash Grange Nursing Home in Blox- 
wich, Walsall, was rated inadequate in 
August but has seen improvements in 
all areas. It is has been removed from 
special measures and its safeness and 
effectiveness is now rated good. 

However, the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission is still urging the home to 
make further improvements follow¬ 
ing a recent inspection. The care, 
responsiveness and how well the ser¬ 


vice is led still require improvement. 
Ash Grange, in Valley Road, also won 
the ‘Most Improved Safety Culture’ 
award at this year’s Walsall SPACE 
Conference where Elaine Proud, area 
quality director at HC-One, spoke 
about the progress the home had 
made. 

She said: “I was called in October to 
come and help out at the home which, 
it is safe to say, had some safety con¬ 
cerns after the CQC inspection in Au¬ 
gust. At the time of meeting the team 
initially, they were pretty despondent 
and embarrassed by the outcome of 


the inspection. I was very fortunate 
to have a team willing and supportive 
in wanting to make things better. 

“Walsall Healthcare Trust sug¬ 
gested the team at Ash Grange go on 
Appreciative Inquiry training to help 
with adopting positive psychology and 
to improve staff wellbeing/resilience. 
This training gave them a sense of 
hope that they can turn things round 
with the right resources, leadership 
and guidance. In such a short amount 
of time, something great has been 
instilled at the home, which has re¬ 
sulted in progress.” 


MP: Future of centre at 
risk with M&S closure 


THE future of the Saddlers Cen¬ 
tre has been put in jeopardy by the 
imminent closure of its Marks and 
Spencer store, an MP has warned. 

Eddie Hughes says he has ‘grave concerns’ 
over the Walsall shopping centre, after M&S 
announced it was pulling out of the town as 
part of a dramatic retreat from the high street. 

The store opened in 1980 and was the cen¬ 
trepiece of the Saddlers Centre, which Walsall 
Council bought with a ‘high risk’ loan of £13.8 
million last year. 

Mr Hughes, the Conservative MP for Wal¬ 
sall North, said he was ‘deeply saddened’ by the 
closure, which will see 94 staff lose their jobs. 

And he added: “These are worrying times for 
the future of the centre as a whole. 

“When a major store goes from any shopping 
centre there is always the chance of a domino 
effect and other stores following suit. 

“Taking out such a large, high risk loan to 
buy the centre was a reckless move from the 
Labour controlled council right from the start. 
“It was an attempt to commercialise the coun¬ 
cil that looks to have backfired.” 

Benefits 

Walsall Council struck a controversial deal to 
buy the Saddlers Centre in August 2017, at a 
time when service cuts such as library closures 
were being signed off due to serious financial 
struggles. 

Bosses initially refused to say how they had 
financed the purchase, but the details were re¬ 
vealed following a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest to the Government’s Debt Management 
Office. 

The council took out a £13.8m interest-only 
loan over five years, with £92,460 to be paid 
twice a year and the full balance due in Feb¬ 
ruary 2023. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, the Labour group 
leader who led the authority at the time, in¬ 
sisted the council would reap the benefits of 
rental income on the units, as well as regen¬ 
erating retail in the town. Last month he 
hailed the project a success after announcing a 
forecast revenue profit of £506,000 in the first 
seven months of ownership.

Holy Trinity UK Online Com¬ 
puter Centre in Short Heath has 
12 new computers, two printers, 
and an interactive whiteboard 
thanks to grants and the generos¬ 
ity of members. The centre is part 


of the Willenhall church’s out¬ 
reach programme and they have 
30 regular members coming to 
one of the three drop-in sessions 
they hold each week. 

They were supported by MP for 
Walsall North Eddie Hughes who 
visited to hold a surgery. With a 
£5,000 grant from the Lichfield 


Diocese, a £3,000 grant from the 
parish church and £2,000 of dona¬ 
tions from members, they raised 
enough to revamp the centre. 

Hall and centre manager Roger 
Butt, aged 81, said: “It really af¬ 
fected me when we got that sort 
of response from the members. It 
is truly mind boggling.”

TWO men have been arrested in con¬ 
nection with vulnerable women being 
allegedly approached to buy fake per¬ 
fume in Walsall town centre. 

Police have issued a warning about 
such incidents and have warned 
women to zip up their bags and not 
to carry purses. PCSO Tracey Bing¬ 
ham said there had been reports of 
vulnerable women feeling pressurised 
into buying fake perfume and being 
escorted to cashpoints. Police have 
stepped up patrols. 

PCSO Bingham said: “A gentle re¬ 
minder for all females, please remem¬ 
ber to zip up your bags in the store 
before leaving.”

Storing up 
trouble as 
millions 
shop online 

IT’S always a bit of a downer when you 
return from your holiday. And even more 
so when you switch on the television 
hoping to relax with a pint of mild and a 
bit of Can’t Pay? We’ll Take It Away, only 
to be greeted instead by Fiona Phillips 
wittering on about the ‘fall of a national 
institution’. 

Asking the so-so former breakfast TV 
presenter to analyse the decline of Marks 
& Spencer is like getting Gazza to front a 
documentary on Greek literature. Strange 
choice. 

But while it was not the viewing I had 
planned, there is also no denying Chan¬ 
nel 5 had its timing spot-on with this one, 
coinciding perfectly with the news that 
M&S would be closing 100 stores, with 
the one in Walsall among the first. 

Now, unlike Fiona, I don’t hold any 
great place in my heart for M&S. Maybe 
it’s the memories of never-ending bore¬ 
dom in childhood, when this seemed by 
far the dullest place in the world. Or may¬ 
be it was the way it so quickly turned its 
back on the high streets of Dudley and 
West Bromwich when it calculated there 
was more profit in having a single branch 
at Merry Hill. 

This is not a national institution, it’s 
just another store chain. And one which 
showed so little loyalty to its Black Coun¬ 
try customers in the 1980s can hardly de¬ 
mand an outpouring of goodwill now it is 
facing hard times. 

But while I won’t mourn the brand, I do 
feel huge sadness for the people losing 
their jobs through no fault of their own, 
and also the huge hole this is going to 
leave in our already-struggling town cen¬ 
tres. Already there is speculation about 
the future viability of the Saddlers Centre, 
where the Walsall branch is based, and I 
fear we will see more of the same when 
the full extent of the closure programme 
becomes clear. 

It seems the one thing everyone agrees 
on is that it is growth of online shopping 
which is killing our towns. So why do we 
do it? Well frankly, I don’t. I’ve never seen 
the appeal in paying up-front for items I 
haven’t seen, and then being told they 
can’t be delivered because I am at work. 
Yet strangely, millions of people can’t get 
enough of it, probably the same people 
who will take to their keyboards bemoan¬ 
ing the decline of their town. 

It’s time to wake up. If you care about 
where you live, support your town cen¬ 
tre, even if it means paying a few pounds 
more. Otherwise, a few years from now, 
all we will be left with is a few global 
technology giants. And nobody will make 
documentaries mourning their passing.

Pub attacker armed 
with baton is jailed 


A DRUNK thug, who burst back 
into a pub where he had just 
been ejected from, armed with a 
wooden baton, has been jailed. 

Michael Bent shouted T will take 
you all on’ as he attacked two women, 
hitting one over the head and twice 
striking an arm of the other, a judge 
heard. 

The 31-year-old defendant was asked to 
leave the Prince of Wales in Stafford Street, 
Walsall after ignoring pleas to calm down 
during a karaoke evening. 

Five minutes later he started knocking 
on the window and the fire door was par¬ 
tially opened to discover what was going on, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

An eyewitness said Bent wrenched open 
the door and re-entered the pub brandish¬ 
ing the wooden baton ‘like he was on a ram¬ 
page,’ said Mr Simon Phillips, prosecuting. 

The defendant sent a karaoke speaker 
flying and hit a woman over the head as she 
went to pick it up. He then beat the other 
woman who went to her aid on December 

10 2016, continued the prosecutor. 

Bent, who took the baton from his ruck¬ 
sack after being kicked out, was traced by 
police to a nearby takeaway soon after¬ 
wards. The injured women suffered cuts 
and bruises. 

While on bail for this incident he was 
detained again after abusing a pregnant 
neighbour, threatening to ‘kick the baby 
out of her’ on February 23 this year, re¬ 
vealed Mr Phillips. 

Bent had previous convictions for 23 sep¬ 
arate offences several of which involved of¬ 
fensive weapons and violence. 

The defendant, from Leamore Lane, 
Walsall, was found guilty of affray and ad¬ 
mitted two assaults and possession of an of¬ 
fensive weapon. He was jailed for two years 

11 months by Judge Simon Ward who told 
him: “If you carry on like this you will just 
face longer and longer prison sentences.”

Is plan a fast lane 
to freeing traffic?

PETER MADELEY looks 
at the latest scheme for 
a western route to take 
traffic through our region 

IT is a proposed new stretch 
of motorway that some hope 
will ease congestion on the 
clogged roads of the West 
Midlands. 

The Western Strategic Route is un¬ 
der consideration by transport bosses, 
who are looking at ways to improve 
sluggish travel times on the region’s 
roads that they say are having a det¬ 
rimental impact on the local economy. 

The planned route has been revealed 
in a report to the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority’s transport delivery 
committee by Midlands Connect, the 
body tasked with developing the trans¬ 
port strategy for the wider region. 

While bosses say that no route has 
yet been finalised, the map shows that 
the new motorway would be likely to 
run along a similar route to the West¬ 
ern Orbital scheme, also know as the 
Wolverhampton bypass, which was 
first proposed three decades ago but 
never got built due to environmental 
concerns. 

It starts in the south of the region at 
Junction 4a of the M5 at Bromsgrove. 
It heads towards Kidderminster before 
travelling through South Staffordshire, 
passing Stourbridge, Dudley and Wol¬ 
verhampton to its east. 

The route then joins up with Junc¬ 
tion 2 of the M54 near the i54 business 
park. The route would effectively create 
an orbital motorway network, connect¬ 
ing the M54, M6 Toll, M42 and M5, with 
the M6 running through the centre. 


Plans for the Western Orbital scheme 
were first revealed in May 1988. At the 
time it was expected to cost £190 mil¬ 
lion and was initially put forward by the 
Department for Transport as a solution 
to congestion on the M6. The propos¬ 
als met with a storm of protests, with 
councillors in Staffordshire warning 
that the motorway would have a dev¬ 
astating effect on countryside. 

Lord Patrick Cormack, the then-Con- 
servative MP for South Staffordshire, 
said at the time: “Naturally I am anx¬ 
ious to do everything I can to minimise 
the destructive impact of the road.” 


The plans were ditched in 1996 by 
John Major’s Government due to a lack 
of interest from the private sector and 
environmental concerns, before return¬ 
ing in reduced form in 2001 as the Wol¬ 
verhampton Bypass. 

By that time the expected cost of 
the scheme was £500m, but two years 
later it was killed off again. Back then 
Wolverhampton councillor Milkinder 
Jaspal backed the scheme, and he has 
not changed his mind. “Congestion 
has got far worse since then and un¬ 
less we do something about it, it will 
get worse still,” he said.

FOUR fearless people from

The hardest part was 
going over the ledge off the roof when 
you had to get the correct angle to de¬ 
scend. But as I started down, it was 
brilliant. It’s a great charity to help 
because we’ve all seen rough sleepers 
while we have been working on the 
construction.” 

Kathleen Goodman, 42 has just 
moved to Halesowen and is the in¬ 


ternal communications manager for 
West Midlands Trains. She abseiled 
together with her colleague Louise 
Pinder from Erdington. 

She added: “A lot of us are con¬ 
cerned about homelessness. I was ter¬ 
rified; I hate heights! But I am so glad 
I did it. It’s definitely worth it because 
we have raise almost £5,000 for SIFA 
Fireside so far.”

Roll OUt 
of rental 
bikes in 
summer 

THE first rental bikes will 
appear in the West Mid¬ 
lands over the summer, it 
has been revealed. 

Nextbike is to roll out 
5,000 bikes along with con¬ 
necting parking hubs over 
the next two years. 

The first 100 will be in¬ 
troduced at University of 
Birmingham in the coming 
months. 

This will be followed by 
900 in Wolverhampton from 
September. 

Walsall, Dudley and 
Sandwell will each get 300 
this autumn. 

It has not yet been de¬ 
cided where the docking 
stations will go. Cities and 
towns get one station to 
around every 16 bikes. 

Nextbike was picked to 
run the bike concession by 
Transport for West Mid¬ 
lands, part of WMCA, ear¬ 
lier this year. 

The move will create 50 
jobs in the West Midlands. 

Julian Scriven, director 
of Nextbike, said: “It’s an 
incredibly exciting time for 
Wolverhampton and both 
the city and the football 
team are on the up. 

“Nextbike will not only 
help deliver a cost-effec¬ 
tive and environmental- 
ly-conscious way of getting 
around, it will bring a lot 
of additional benefits such 
as less traffic and improved 
health.” 

The pricing structure for 
the bikes has also been re¬ 
vealed. It will cost 50p to use 
a bike for every 30 minutes. 
Subscription packages will 
be available for £30-a-year 
with the first 30 minutes of 
every journey free, then 25p 
for each 30 minutes after. 

The bikes will have eight 
gears. They will be similar 
to London’s so-called Boris 
Bikes, named after Boris 
Johnson. 


Armed police to be based at New 
Street in wake of terror attacks 


ARMED police will be based at Bir¬ 
mingham New Street station as part 
of a move to beef up security following 
the wave of terror attacks last year. 

A new unit featuring specialist fire¬ 
arms officers and a police dog and han¬ 
dler will be at the train station so they 
can respond more quickly to terrorist 
attacks or major emergencies. 

British Transport Police said its 
Midlands hub was part of an effort 
to ramp up counter-terror policing. 
Its team will work alongside regular 
officers and be able to ‘respond more 
quickly to incidents and provide ad¬ 
ditional reassurance to passengers 


and rail staff. Britain was rocked by 
a series of attacks in 2017, including 
the Manchester Arena bomb explosion 
and Westminster Bridge car and knife 
attack in London. 

Police chiefs said the move was not 
being made in relation to any specific 
threat to the West Midlands. 

As one of the busiest train stations 
in the country, counter-terror experts 
said they felt it was important to in¬ 
crease the level of security. Its central 
location will also enable officers to get 
to other parts of the country in the 
event of an emergency. 

Supt Chris Horton, from British 


Transport Police Specialist Opera¬ 
tions, said: “We want the public to 
be reassured that wherever they go 
on the rail network, we have highly 
trained people there to protect them if 
needed. The opening of the Midlands 
hub provides us with a regional base 
for our specialist operations teams 
which means we can better respond to 
incidents should they occur, as well as 
patrol the network more effectively. 

“In the current climate, we know 
how important it is to make sure we 
have specialist officers in the right 
place at the right time to keep people 
safe.” 


Nine years for thug 
who battered woman 


A THUG who beat a woman 
unconscious after he blamed 
her for the break-up of his re¬ 
lationship has started a nine 
year jail term. 

Matthew Haden-Maybury 
kicked down the front door of the 
flat of his victim in the Leamore 
area of Walsall while shouting 
abuse at her at 2am on March 17, 
a judge heard. 

After battering his way into the 
first floor flat, the 28-year-old charged 
along the passageway to the bedroom 
where the terrified target of his fury 
was trying to ring the police, Miss 
Fiona Cortese, prosecuting, told Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court. 

The defendant snatched the phone 
from her hand and smashed it in the 
middle of the call before repeatedly 
punching her in the face with blows 
so hard her head kept ricochetting 
against the wall. 

Hate-filled Haden-Maybury contin¬ 
ued to punch and kick the helpless 
woman into unconsciousness before 
ransacking the flat, continued the 
prosecutor. Then he fled from the 
scene, pausing only to steal her com-

puter tablet before leaving the woman 
battered and bruised. He was detained 
soon afterwards. 

Mr Jon Roe, defending, said of Ha¬ 
den-Maybury, who had several previ¬ 
ous convictions: “He is not normally 
prone to violence and had not com¬ 
mitted any offence since 2015 when 
he took a pedal cycle. 


“This reflects the change in a man 
who came from a troubled background 
but settled down with his own family. 
He has three children, found work as 
a landscape gardener and made efforts 
to put his past behind him. 

“Unfortunately problems arose. He 
lost his job, creating increased pres¬ 
sures in the relationship which led 
to him splitting from his partner. He 
went to see the victim to confront her 
over what had happened. 

“He reacted dreadfully with an ap¬ 
palling loss of temper. He bitterly re¬ 
grets the damage he has done both to 
this lady and his own children.” 

Haden-Maybury, from Great Bridge 
Street, Moxley, admitted robbery and 
was jailed by Judge Simon Ward who 
told him: “You thought the injured 
party had something to do with you 
losing your fiancee, so you decided to 
go round to her home and exact re¬ 
venge. 

“I have seen the mess you made of 
her face and her flat. This was appall¬ 
ing violence. You did not break any 
bones but she is now depressed, afraid 
to stay in the flat and wants a move. 
This type of attack will have long term 
psychological consequences.”

Hundreds of motorists are caught 
by police with mobile speed cameras 


MOBILE speed cameras snared more than 
500 motorists in Walsall in the last year - in¬ 
cluding 108 from disused static camera lo¬ 
cations. 

The cameras inside clearly-marked enforcement 
vans caught speeding drivers at six locations. 

In total in 2017, 550 tickets were issued to motorists, 
who receive a minimum fine of £100 and three penalty 
points. Most tickets were issued from a mobile camera 
on the B4138 Thornhill Road between the junctions for 
Streetly Lane and Chester Road. On the northbound 104 
were caught, 66 in the southbound. 

Second on the list of roads was A4098 Great Bridge Road 


in Darlaston, between the Midland Metro railway bridge 
and the A41, where 89 drivers were snapped northbound, 
63 southbound. 

Darlaston South Councillor Doug James says the road, 
he claims is used as a rat run, has long been a spot for 
speeding motorists. He said: “We have been blighted by 
speeding motorists in the Darlaston area and have been 
calling for more enforcement. I’m delighted with these fig¬ 
ures because they show the police are doing something in 
response to our calls. What I want now is more work into 
technology to stop speeding motorists.” 

On the A4041 Queslett Road in Pheasey, near to 
Halleswell Grove, 102 drivers were caught. 

On Stubbers Green Road in Aldridge, between Brook 


Meadow Road and Wharf Approach, 58 motorists were 
caught, while on the Walsall Wood Road, also in Aldridge, 
between Lazy Hill Road and Little Aston Road, 62 were 
snared. 

And at a former static camera location on the A461 Li¬ 
chfield Road in Walsall Wood, near Brooklands Road, six 
were snapped. The figures, which came from a Freedom 
of Information Act request to West Midlands Police, also 
revealed mobile cameras were being positioned at the sites 
of the turned-off static cameras. 

Instead, the force uses 160 mobile camera sites. Al¬ 
though talks are underway over potentially bringing in 
average speed cameras in the Black Country following a 
successful trial in Solihull and Birmingham.

Mortars destroyed as bomb site made safe 


BOMB disposal experts carried out 
a further controlled explosion after 
hundreds of mortar shells were found 
on a Burntwood building site. 

A 200m (656ft) cordon was in place 
on Friday with a warning issued by 
Staffordshire Police after the explo¬ 
sives were disposed of. The shells, 


which were unexploded, were found on 
the site near Milestone Way, in Chase- 
town, on Thursday. 

Members of the public were advised 
to stay away from the area, near a 
Morrisons supermarket. 

Staffordshire Police confirmed by 
3.50pm on Friday that all the muni¬ 


tions had either been removed or deto¬ 
nated safely on site. 

The mortars had been gathered in 
containers by expert officials. 

The land had been once occupied 
by ES Smith, a company which stored 
war debris throughout the 1940s and 
1950s. 


Volunteering helps 
tragedy-hit mother 
find a new purpose

A BEREAVED mother has 

opened up about how vol¬ 
unteering has given her a 

purpose since her teenage 

daughter’s death. 

Shelley Whale, from Pelsall, 
joined the Newlife volunteer team 
just over a year ago, four years 
after sustaining a brain injury 
in a car accident during a jour¬ 
ney to school at Walsall Academy 
that sadly also took the life of her 
13-year-old daughter, Natasha. 

After the 
crash in 2014, 
she was unable 
to walk at first 
and struggled 
with her mem¬ 
ory, co-ordina¬ 
tion, feeding 
and dressing 
herself. 

Shelley has 
spoken out 
after the trag¬ 
edy about how 
she has man¬ 
aged to cope 
through volunteering for Newlife, a 
charity for disabled children based in 
Cannock. 

She goes there once a week to de-la- 
bel clothes donated from high-street 
stores which are then sold in one of the 
six Newlife stores to generate revenue, 
which helps fund equipment for disa¬ 
bled and terminally ill children across 
the UK. 

Injury 

Shelley said: “After the accident I 
needed a purpose. Volunteering for 
Newlife made me feel worthwhile, like 
I had something to give - that I mat¬ 
tered and I could contribute. 

“Before the accident I worked in a 
school kitchen and stacked shelves, 
but as well as losing the sight in my 
left eye I also have a brain injury, so 
my memory is not what it used to be. 
The team at Newlife worked with me 
to see what I could do and give me 
harder things to do when I need them 
so I can progress. 

“Volunteering has given me a 
brighter outlook for the future and 
improved my confidence. Working to 
identify labels and cut them out has 
also helped me physically and it is defi¬ 
nitely the best thing I could have done 
for my mental health.” 


According to research by the Of¬ 
fice for National Statistics, 11.9 mil¬ 
lion people volunteer in the UK each 
month, but the number of hours actu¬ 
ally being donated is declining. 

But Newlife is bucking the trend 
with their volunteer hours increasing 
by 2,000 in the last 12 months and in¬ 
creasing from 10,000 to 26,000 over 
the past three years. 

Volunteering is thought to help bat¬ 
tle depression, reduce blood pressure 
and get people more physically active. 

Joyce Moore, aged 72, from Can¬ 


nock, also volunteers for Newlife and 
said it has helped her since the death 
of her husband, Michael. Mrs Moore 
said: “One of my friends spent months 
persuading me to volunteer for New¬ 
life. 

“Now I try to persuade all my 
friends to go. Volunteering was the 
best thing for me. I was feeling quite 
low and it got me out of myself. 

“Volunteering means a lot to me 
now, it has given me a bigger life and 
a new sense of purpose, it is something 
everyone should try.”

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HomeServe profits soar 
as US business booms 



HomeServe employs nearly 3,300 people in the UK, a third of them in Walsall 


HOMESERVE, the Wal¬ 
sall-based household repairs 
group, has revealed record 
profits growth boosted by a 
strong performance in North 
America. 

While customer numbers have 
remained stable in the UK, at 
around 2.2 million, in the US they 
soared by 20 per cent to 3.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

It helped push group revenue up 
15 per cent to almost £900 million for 
the financial year to the end of March, 
while pre-tax profits jumped 25 per 
cent to £123.3 million. 

Founder and chief executive Richard 
Harpin said: “This has been another 
great year for HomeServe, with record 
profit growth and another step change 
in our growth in North America.” 

The company, which employs 
around 1,100 at its Green Lane head¬ 
quarters in Walsall, also completed its 
takeover of Checkatrade during the 
year in a £54m deal - part of its devel¬ 
opment of an online, on-demand Home 
Experts marketplace. 

HomeServe offers insurance re¬ 
pairs for everything from burst pipes 
and broken boilers to dodgy wiring 
and faulty fridges and jammed locks. 
It works in partnership with utility 
businesses such as water companies, 
offering its services to their customers. 

In North America adjusted operated 
profit more than doubled, up 146 per 
cent to $64.4m. In the UK, however, 
adjusted operating profit slipped back 
by £2.1m to £61.lm as the business 
invested to increase efficiency and ex¬ 
panding its operations in heating and 
its LeakBot digital leak detector. 

Meanwhile, it saw double digit 
growth in both its French and Spanish 
operations. 


Back in Britain, the company has 
confirmed that Martin Bennett, the 
chief executive of its HomeServe UK 
business, will step down from the 
board at the AMG on July 20 and leave 
the business later in the year. 

Company chairman Barry Gibson 
said: “On behalf of the board I would 
like to take this opportunity to thank 
Martin for his service to HomeServe. 

“Martin has made an outstanding 


contribution to HomeServe over the 
last 15 years, and in particular since 
his appointment to the board in 2009, 
first as chief financial officer and lat¬ 
terly as UK CEO. 

“Our recent reorganisation to create 
four global business lines gave Martin 
the opportunity to consider his next 
move, and we respect his decision to 
move on. We all wish him well for the 
future.”

'unsinkable ship' 


H e started off in Walsall. 

But theatrical director 
Thom Southerland has 
created one of the biggest 
theatrical productions of 
the year with Titanic. As a 
child, the daring and ambitious former 
pupil of Barr Beacon School used to 
watch productions at Birmingham’s 
Hippodrome. 

And on Monday he’ll return to the Hippodrome for a 
week-long run with Titanic: The Musical, which ends on 
June 9. 

In the final hour of April 14, 1912, the RMS Titanic, 
on her maiden voyage from Southampton to New York, 
collided with an iceberg and ‘the unsinkable ship’ 
slowly sank. It was one of the most tragic and infamous 
disasters of the 20th century. A total of 1,517 men, women 
and children lost their lives. 

Based on real people aboard the most legendary ship 
in the world, Maury Yeston and Peter Stone’s stunning 
musical focuses on their hopes and aspirations. Unaware 
of the fate that awaits them, the Third Class immigrants 
dream of a better life in America, the newly-enfranchised 
Second Class dream of achieving the lifestyles of the rich 
and famous, and the millionaire Barons of the First Class 
dream of their mastery lasting forever. 

Thom, a former Express & Star paper boy who 
delivered newspapers to top up his pocket money, 
explains: “The musical started life in New York. A 
composer-lyricist had the idea to do a musical retelling of 
The Titanic - and most people thought that was the worst 
idea ever. How could we make a musical of one of the 
greatest tragedies of the 20th century? 

“But it is incredible. I heard the score on a CD. It had 
never been to the UK. The music is not about a ship. It’s 
about the people who were on it.” 

The musical has been around the world during the past 
five years, growing each time. 

“I can’t be more happy than to think this show is touring 
the UK. It’s our story and our legend; there are 

so many people that associate with it 
or are fascinated with it. It’s because 
of the people and the stations and 
everything that people identify with.” 

The Hippodrome was where it 
all began for Thom. He was born 
in Walsall and went there as a 
kid to watch pantomimes and 
musicals. “This is the first time 
one of my shows will head to 
the Hippodrome. It wells me up 
when I think about it. I was born 
in Walsall, went to Barr Beacon 
School and we had a teacher, Mr 
Daniels, who would put on school 
plays. The teachers would let us act 
and that encouraged me so much.” 

He went to the theatre as well, in 
addition to classes for drama. Since then, 
his work has gone to America and Japan - but 
never Birmingham. 

“When I was in Walsall, I did acting stuff. Then 
because I didn’t think I was good enough to do 
that professionally, I desperately wanted to be 
part of it so I turned to directing. 

“I remember going to see a show at the 
Hippodrome with my grandma and she’d say ‘it’s 
beautiful music’ and I realised there was more 
than one way to do it. I went and studied as a 
director and I’ve just been very fortunate.” 

When Thom trained as a director, he was 
always interested in musical theatre. He 
wanted to redefine the genre, moving 
away from big, epic shows to ones 
where the story was at the heart 
of things. 

“Musicals can get a bad rep

for being cheesey or old fashioned or not as worthy as 
plays that are in Stratford-upon-Avon. But I said there’s 
no reason why you can’t take a 
musical as seriously as the 
RSC.” 

So he started to put on 
his own shows in very, very 
small theatres, meeting 
the bills with his credit 
I card. Instead of shows 
playing the London 
Palladium, he took them to 
50-seat theatres and asked 
actors to play their own 
instruments. 

The rest is history and Thom 
has become a hot property. 

With Titanic, there was 
these huge sets they 
tried to replicate what 
the titanic looked like. 

We don’t need to see it 
anymore. So when we 
see the musical, we see 
things you don’t know. 

It’s all about telling the 
story. There’s no need, 
like James Cameron did, 
to make bits up and make 
fake love affairs up. There 
was 2,500 people on the 
ship - you don’t have to 
make it up because those 
people were all living, 
breathing human beings 
who had fascinating 
stories of their own. 

“I always tell the actors 
when I’m working on it. 
For half of the show, you

think you are going to live a new life in a new world. They 
were aboard the largest moving object in the world, which 
was also the most glamorous and luxurious. They were 
experiencing the happiest day of their life. 

“Everybody who worked there or who had bought a 
ticket were thrilled. The Titanic was monumental, the best 
in the world. They had all achieved. 

“And then only four days later, they met their fate 
in the middle of the north Atlantic, through nobody’s 
fault, in my humble opinion. Our job is to pay tribute to 
the people who sailed in her and understand what she 
was supposed to do and supposed to represent. Then 
to lay testament to the people who sailed in her. It’s a 
disrespect to the people who lost their lives to make up 
fake love stories. 

“Personally, I don’t think you can comprehend the 
hugeness of the tragedy unless you bring it down to a 
parallel, the experience of one human being. Just as we 
can’t understand the horrors of Nazi Germany but we can 
understand the diary of Anne Frank.”

So when it 
worked, I was like, ‘Nobody really 
knows anything, so you might as 
well go with what you love.’ It was 
super-validating. It taught me this 
huge lesson of going with what you 
feel and you like.”

LAVISH doesn’t come close. The new 
155-seat, three-floor, The Ivy restaurant at 
Birmingham’s Temple Row, which opened in 
April, is the acme of style. 

Created by the group behind the world- famous 
celebrity haunt of the same name in London, it’s been 
the most eagerly-anticipated restaurant opening in the 
Second City this year. 

Leather banquettes in a dreamy shade of burnt 
orange mix with plenty of green palates and stunning 
Art Deco glass, lights and artwork to create a venue 
that’s part-restaurant, part-art-installation. It is, in a 
word, stunning. 

Oozing wow and housed in the former Louis Vuitton 
boutique, The Ivy has the same sort of luxury that the 
designer label provided, though without prohibitive 
prices. Sophisticated but relaxed, classy but informal, 
it’s a real Bobby Dazzler that offers customers the sort 
of food that people like to eat - rather than pretentious 
dishes designed to impress. 


COMFORT 

And so, for instance, the menu features such brilliant 
comfort food as The Ivy shepherd’s pie - it’s on my list 
for my next visit. 

Prices are reasonable. Diners expecting to shell out 
the price of a top-class meal in London, will be surprised 
to find they can fork out just £21 for a three-course set 
menu. Expect accessible, brasserie-style eating with 
great value - but with added glitz and glamour. 

With such glamour on every level, it’s important that 
the staff provide service that sizzles. And, happily, 
they do. The venue offers an all-encompassing menu, 
serving British classics from dawn until dusk, including 
breakfast, elevenses, weekend brunch, lunch, afternoon 
tea, light snacks, dinner and cocktails. 



My partner and I ate on the second floor, taking a 
quiet corner seat where we had a view across part of the 
city and the rest of the dining area. It was stunning. As, 
indeed, was the food. She started with a tempura prawn 
number. It was delightful. 

My starter was equally accomplished and offered 
dizzying flavour. A warm crispy duck salad. 

Our mains were equally accomplished. She ate a 
whole grilled lobster with garlic and parsley butter, 
watercress and thick cut chips. My main was another 
classic; a seared Yellowfin tuna salad. 


We skipped dessert. Though the classic selection 
featuring creme brulee and apple tart fine all read well, 
we’d got a date with a rock star on the other side of town 
and didn’t want to be late. The Ivy did, however, do more 
than enough to persuade us to return. Classic dishes, 
plenty of choice, good skills from the kitchen, engaging 
service and decent prices were duly noted - though, in 
truth, it’s the venue itself that has star quality. 

The Ivy, in London, is one of Britain’s great 
gastronomic institutions and looking to replicate the 
Covent Garden joint in Birmingham was no easy task. 


The original has a near 100-year history and welcomed 
such guests as Sir Laurence Olivier and Sir John 
Gielgud, Benedict Cumberbatch, Tom Cruise, Nicole 
Kidman, Madonna, David and Victoria Beckham, 
Angelina Jolie, Dame Judi Dench, Sir Ian McKellen and 
James McAvoy. 

The Birmingham one might not feature a cast quite so 
starry. Nonetheless, those behind the impressive launch 
can tick the box reading: Mission Accomplished. For 
The Ivy Birmingham is hands down the best new launch 
in the city in recent years.
